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VENEZUELA EXPECTS 
BLOCKADE BY DUTCH 


Limit Set for Revocation of De- 
cree Obnoxious to Curacao 
Expired Yesterday. 


ACTIVITY AT WILLEMSTAD 


Meeting of Dutch Warship Command- 
ers and Governor and Council— 
Castro Preparing Also. 


WILLEMSTAD, Nov. 1.—To-day is the 
@ate fixed by the Netherlands Govern- 
ment as the limit of time for Venezuela 
to revoke the decree of President Castro, 
issued on May 14, prohibiting the trans- 
ehipment of goods for Venezuelan ports 
@t Curacao. President Castro has re- 
@used to revoke this decree, but as yet, 
eo far as known here, The Hague au- 
thorities have not decided upon definite 
action. 

Much activity here of late has pointed 
to warlike preparations, but in an inter- 
wiew to-day the Governor of Curacao said 
that Holland ought to have assurances 
that Venezuela had not revoked the de- 
free at the last hour of the day fixed, ac- 
cording to the ultimatum, before taking 
@ny positive measures. He believed that 
his Government had made ample prepara- 
tions for any eventuality, and he added 
that a statement would doubtless be 
issued to-morrow announcing the posi- 
tions of Holland and Venezuela,and what 
ft was proposed to do. 

The opinion is held among naval offi- 
fers here that no direct steps will be 
taken within a week, and it is under- 
stood that the battleship Jacob Van 
Heemskerck will leave here, following 
her custom. The Van Heemskerck and 
the protected cruiser Friesland, which are 
mow in this port, still have on board all 
the superfluous equipments which would 
be discarded in cine of war. 


Meeting of Warship Commanders, 


The report is current, however, that 
Capt. Snethlage, who is in command of 
the fleet, has been promoted to Rear 
Admiral, and last evening the Governor 
of Curacao received an important tele- 
gram from Holland, and at once called a 
meeting of his council and the command- 


ers of the warships. The deliberations 
were long, but the result has not been 
made public. 

The people of Curacao are confident 
that the ships now here will soon be re- 
inforced by the battleships Hertog Hen- 
drik, from the East Indies, and the De 
Ruijter and the cruiser Utrecht, from 
Holland. The protected cruiser Gelder- 
Jand already is in these waters. 

On the other hand, for the past few 
days there has been a rumor that Hol- 
land would send the Governor of Suri- 
nam (Dutch Guiana) to Venezuela as con- 
fidential agent in response to the pro- 
posal made by President Castro to treat 
with Holand with regard to the ques- 
tions at issue only through a personal 
representative. No confirmation of this 
rumor can be had, and its truth is 
doubted. 


Venezuelans Expect Blockade. 


There is no question, however, that 


Venezuelans believe that the Netherlands} 


Government is preparing 
their ports. Advices received by the 
steamer Zulie from Maracaibo state that 
it was reported on Oct. 24 that President 
Castro had ordered the mobilization of 
60,000 troops to be ready Nov, 2. Two 
days later there were rumors in Mara- 
caibo that Gen. Nicholas Rolando, who 


had been charged previously with leading | 


a revolutionary movement in Venezuela, 


was crossing the frontier with 20,000 men!

Other advices reaching Willemstad again 
report the serious illness of President Cas- 
tro, who, according to the report, was 
compelled to take to his bed on Thurs- 
day last. There was some taik, too, of a 
trace of poison having been found in his 
food. The residents of Caracas and other 
Venezuelan cities look for the blockude 
to be inaugurated this week. 

At Willemstad a wireless system has 
been established so that uninterrupted 
service can now be secured. The last 
target practice ot the Dutch warships 
showed 75 per cent. of hits, while the ves- 
sels were making a speed of 12 knots.

Black Robbed of $60 — Lost 
$2,300 in Attack Last July.

Hospital Nurse Has Made Two Unsuc- | 
cessful Attempts to Die. 


Miss Rose Rosesohn, 22 years old, a 
nurse in the training school of Beth Is- 
rael Hospital, Newark, N. J., made an 
unsuccessful attempt to end her life yes- 
terday afternoon by taking poison in 
Achtel-Stetters restaurant, at 842 Broad 
Street, that city. More than 100 persons 
were dining in the restaurant at the 
time, and when Miss Rosesohn fell to 
|the floor they were at first startled, but 
quickly went to her assistance. One of 
{them called and ambulance and had the 
|} young woman taken to St. Barnabas's 
Hospital, 

On the table where Miss Rosesohn had 
been sitting were found letters addressed 
|to Police Captain M. J. Ryan, to Miss 
Louise Ward, Superintendent of the Beth 
Israel Hospital, and to Dr. Saul Rubinow 
of Newark. The one to Capt, Ryan read: 

I have nothing to live for: nothing left 
for me but to commit suicide. I want to 
thank you for your kindness in the past 
and want you to forgive me. 

The letters to Miss Ward and Dr. Ru- 
binow were not made public. 

Miss Rosesohn had been in the training 
school of Beth Israel Hospital. Miss 
Ward suid lust night that Miss Rosesohn 
j{had beccme discouraged because of her 
unfamiliarity with the English language 
and American customs, and had left the 
hospital on Saturday. 

Coming to this country thirteen months 
ago, on the sarne ship on which Dr. Ru- 
binow wus a passenger, Miss Rosesohn 
iived for a wnile in New York. On Dec. 
20 last she went to Newark, and after an 
interview with Dr. Rubiazow she swal- 
lowed iodine in a street car. 

Last Saturday she visited Police Captain 
Ryan and told him that she wanted to 
| die, but he exavted a promise that she 

would not harm herself.

SENATOR ALDRICH 
NOT TO RUN AGAIN 


Ex-Cov. Utter Says Decision Was 
Made After His Re-election 
Two Years Ago. 


CONDEMNS GOV. HIGGINS 


| Announcement Made Now So It Cannot 
Be Said Aldrich Was Forced Out 
by “ Little Giant Killer.”

PROVIDENCE, R. IL, Nov. 1.—That 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich has told him 
that he will not be a candidate for re- 
election to the United States Senate in 
1911, was the statement made by Gov. 
a big Republican 
rally in Infantry Hall last evening. It 
was the final mass meeting of the cam- 
for the Republicans and about 
2,000 people were in attendance. Ex- 
Gov. Utter’s statement surprises not only 


}the rank and file of the party, but the 


leaders as well. 

Mr. Utter made this statement, he ex- 
plained, because of the fiery attacks on 
Aldrich made by Gov. Higgins, and in 
order that if Aldrich should retire it 
would be clear that he had not been 
forced out by any “Little Giant Killer.” 

Aldrich’s statement to him was made 
two years ago, said Mr. Utter, just after 
the Legislature had re-elected him to the 
United States Senate. At that time Al- 
drich wanted to call the General Assem- 
bly together In grand committee and 
make the announcement that he would 
Ex-Gov. Utter 
said that he persuaded Aldrich not to 
do so. 

He condemned Gov. Higgins for his at- 
tacks on Aldrich, and continuing, said: 

“T am going to tell you something 
that I have never told in public before 
this evening, but which I want now to 
go on record. Two years ago next Janu- 
ary, on the day that Senator Aldrich was 
re-elected, he asked me—I then being Gov- 
ernor—if the House and Senate could not 
meet together, as he had something he 
wished to say to them. Because of his 
poor health, particularly evident that day, 
[I advised against his undergoing the 
strain. 

‘* He said he wished to say publicly that 
he fully appreciated his re-election to 
the Senate, and that he would never again 
be a candidate for re-election. I advised 
Strongly against this, telling him that 
he cculd not foresee what the conditions 
six years hence might be. 

“It might then be his duty to the coun- 
try to accept a re-election as it had been 
in the past. I advised that instead of 
so doing he meet the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in the State room, and this 
was the course followed. 

“Whatever Mr. Aldrich may do two 
years hence will be for him to decide, but 
I want this’ fact to go on recsrd now in 
order that then no man can say, ‘Il drove 
him out.’ 

“When, two years 
W. Aldrich is not a candidate for re- 
election, some will say, ‘Ah, the Littie 
Giant Killer drove him out.” I say that 
if he fs not a candidate it will be of his 
own voluntary withdrawal and not be- 
cause anybody drove him out.’’

ALDRICH WEARY OF SENATE. 


He Was Once Ruler, but Times Have 
Brought a Change. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 1.—It has been 
known among Senator Aldrich’s friends 
in the Senate for a long time that he 
would not be a candidate to succeed him- 
self upon the expiration of his present 
term, and from time to time during the 
last two years the report has obtained 
publicity. Senator Aldrich himself has 
never taken the trouble to confirm or 
deny it for publication. If he had not 
reached a settled conclusion on the sub- 
ject, however, the course of events in the 
Senate in the last two years would have 
tended to increase his inclination to quit 
the game on March 4, 1911. 

The Senate now is very far from what 
it has been for many years from the Ald- 
rich point of view. For Congress after 
Congress he has had things pretty much 
his own way. Around the Senate end 
of the Capitol he was referred to even 
by employes of the building as the ‘‘ Gen- 
eral Manager of the Senate.” His wit 
was the dominant factor in the decisions 
reached by the little group that have 
come to be known as the “ Old Guard.” 
He was the leader of that group, even 
in the days when O. H,. Platt of Con- 


| necticut, Spooner of Wisconsin, Allison of 


Iowa, and Mark Hanna of Ohio were in 
the prime of their influence. 

Aliison was Chairman of the Repub- 
lican caucus and head of the Steering 


Committee, but it was Aldrich who was 
the real manager. In those days no man 
Cared dispute with him on the floor of the 
Senate, and there was never a word from 
his party followers in criticism or opposi- 
tion. Lut the last two Congresses have 
seen a remarkable change. In the Fifty- 
ninth Congress came La Follette, the 
first Republican radical, and openly de- 
fied the Aldrich régime. He was alone 
then, but in the first session of the Sixti- 
eth Congress, the last Winter. he had the 
company of a number of other radicals 
from the Western States. 

The opposition to Aldrich on his Cur- 
rency bill gave another illustration of the 
way in which he was losing his grip on 
the Senate. In the old days he would 
have cracked through his Dill as ft was 
at first reported, and in just the shape 
he desired, without any trouble, and woe 
to the Republican youngster who dared 
to get in his way. But last Spring the 
Republican insurgent youngsters made 
him remodel his bill very materially be- 
fore he dared to bring 1t to a vote, and 
they served notice on him in unmistak- 
able ternts that in case he did not modify 
it they would join hands and beat it. 

Under such conditions it is evident that 
service in the Senate has lost a great 
deal of charm for Aldrich. Moreover, the 
tremendous popular demand for legisla- 
tion affecting corporations tends to make 
him unhappy. Aldrich is a reactionary 
of the extreme school. He has no sym- 
pathy with the “new idea” in politics 
and the new Segre ne 4 in legislation. 

President Roosevelt had many a hot 
argument with him before he would con- 
sent to permit any of the radical legisla- 
tion which marks the ‘“ Roosevelt poli- 
cies’ to go through the Senate. When 
Aldrich finally yielded to the insistent de- 
mand of Roosevelt, he stood by his word 
and the bills went through, although he 
did contrive the surrender amendment to 
the Rate bill. But Aldrich fs tired of that 
oat 6 ee. and weary of having to 
fight it. 

He doesn’t like being B pew nm continu- 
ally in newspapers and cartoons as a 
corporation Senator, the representative of 
“special interests”’ and especially as a 
Standard Of] man, a charge which comes 
naturally from his being the father-in-law 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr. His grip on 
Rhode Island is as firm as ever so far as 
he personally is concerned. He could 
have another election without doubt. But 
the game has lost its charm. He will be

I have} 
not the strength to lift them nor the nec- 
essary tackle, and while I Gann | 
perfectly how to join them and how to| 
pitch my roof, I am afraid it will be a 
long time before I succeed in placing the 
framework. I am practically at the end | 
of my means, and while I would Iike to 
hire carpenters to do the work, I cannot 
afford to, as the house has already cost | 
too much.

He will make several 
speeches in the evening in the Bronx 
and in various parts of Manhattan, and 
will remain over night to cast his vote 
on Tuesday morning. After voting he 
will return to Albany, and will receive 
the returns by special wires at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion.

AMOY, Nov. 1.—Two thousand men of 
the second squadron of the American fleet 
were allowed to land to-day, and were 
served at the reception grounds with a 
European luncheon and a Chinese dinner.

WOULD FREE NIGHT RIDER. 


Habeas Corpus Writ Alleges Ed Mar- 
shall Is Held Without Cause. 


UNION CITY, Tenn., Nov. 1.—Another 
petition seeking the release of an alleged 
night rider through a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was filed here yesterday, Pinkey 
Marshall, brother of Ed Marshall, under

In addition to the semi-official accounts 
already published, it is learned that the 
Emperor handed the manuscript of the 
interview which appeared in the London 
Dally Telegrap; «nd the authorship of 
which is still undisclosed, to Baron von 
Jenisch, who was attached to his en- 
tourage while the Emperor was absent 
from the capital a short time ago, as the 
representative of the Foreign Office, with 
the direction to send it to Prince Billow. 
The Chancellor deseribed the note from 
Von Jenisch, which accompanied the man- 
uscript, as referring to the inclosure as an 
article, not as an interview, so that the 
Chancellor did not consider it necessary 
to give it his pe~sonal attention. 

The manuscript consisted of a number 
of small, flimsy-like sheets, the hand- 
writing being difficult to decipher, and 
the Chancellor referred it to Herr von 
Miiller, the Minister at The Hague, who 
was acting as the Chancellor's private 
secretary. 

The latter, in his turn, and without ex- 
amining the document, sent it to the For- 
eign Office, where, in the absence of 
Herr von Schoen, the Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, it was read by subordinate 
officials, who did not attach importance 
to its contents, and returned it through 
the proper channels without further ex-

ADLER TO STAND TRIAL. 





President of Defunct New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 1.—Attor- 
neys for William A. Adler, former Presi- 
dent of the defunct State National Bank 
of New Orleans, to-day gave out a state- 
ment confirming the reports that Adler 
was coming back from Honduras to stand 
trial on indictments against him in the 
United States court. 

Adler left New Orleans suddenly last} 
year on the steamer Alps, which he loaded 
with a full cargo of supplies from the 
Adler wholesale grocery company. Al- 
most immediately after he disappeared | 
the grocery company went into the hands 
of a receiver with a long list of New 
York creditors, and this was soon fol- 
lowed by the liquidation of the State Na- 
tional Bank. 

In his flight to Honduras the steamer 
Alps was wrecked off the coast of Hon- 
duras, but Adler and his son got ashore 
with a small iron safe. An examination 
of the affairs of the bank by a United 
States Inspector resulted in indictments 
against Adler for illegal conduct in ad- 
ministering the loans of the bank.

The Imperial 
Government is all that our own can 
consider, and it 1s a reassuring fact 
that our relations with that Govern- 
ment are so cordial. We must, of 
course, deal with it as intelligently and 
satisfactorily as with one more in sym- 
pathy with our standards and accus- 
tomed to our methods. But justice and 
kindness speak a language “ under- 
standed of the people,” whatever may 
be that people’s native tongue. This 
principle we have in the main observed 
toward China, and our policy is bearing 
fruit.

The wits of Wall Street are facetious 
regarding the first increases of railway 
net earnings reported since the col- 
lapse. The Harriman Pacifics are the

aggregated net earnings of twenty- 
seven roads for September showed an 
increase of 0.35 per cent., as reckoned 
by The. Wall Street Journal, although 
gross earnings are still decreasing at 
the rate of 3.48 per cent. for the first 
week of October. The wags want“to 
know how the net increases when the 
gross decreases, and they suggest that 
here at last is an end of the movement 
for an increase of rates. When net is 
shawing an increase above the previous 
best no railway man, they say, will

That depends upon whether the in- 
crease of rates is for the benefit of the 
railways or of the country. It is true 
that the railways are manifesting an 
ability to maintain their solvency un- 
der the most distressing test to which 
they have ever been submitted, but it 
has not yet been demonstrated that the 
course events are taking is as good for 
the country as for the railways. From 
the standpoint of the country the 
thing to be looked at is the gross earn- 
ings.

LEARNING ENGLISH AT HOME. 
Prof. T. R. Louwssury of Yale, ques- 
| tloned by Tur TxmEs concerning the 


knowledge of English, grammar, spell- | 


ing, rhetoric, and the taste for English 
Iiterature stimulate by the colleges 
among the secondary schools, made 
this reply: 
I am sorry to say that, in my opin- 
ion, the new English requirements in 
‘colleges have not Had the slightest 
effect toward increasing the taste for 
good literature among young men. 

Actually, I fear, a great many men 

have acquired instead a violent hatred 

for English literature, owing to the 
preparation requised in it. 

Prof. PHe.tps says practically the 
same thing in the current issue of The 
Yale Alumni Weekly. Prof. Louns- 
BuRY declares that a man’s prepara- 
tion in English depends “not so much 
on his tmmediate schooling as upon his 
ancestors, Training at home is what 
really counts.” In this respect the 
English have the advantage over 
Americans, since there have been cul- 
tured families in England for centu- 
ries. The sons of tmmigrants in this 
country can acquire good English in 
the schools more easily than the na- 
tive boys, who are brought up in homes 
where bad English ts spoken. 

A parent conscious of his own short- 
comings might do worse than to buy 
his son a short history of English lit- 
erature, by which to determine what 
books are best worth reading. As for 
the colleges, they will do well if they 
cease trying to make silken purses of 
sows’ ears. A young man whose ex- 
amination papers betray ignorance of 
the parts of speech can become @ use-~- 
ful citizen at the lathe or in a foundry, 
but not in the professions. Any one of 
his papers would show his ability, or 
lack of ability, to write correctly and 
with taste. A required knowledge of 
the obsolete words in Shakespeare, or 
of the structure of a novel or poem, is 


not necessary.

BALFOUR AND ROOSEVELT. 

At first blush there seems to be a 
striking disparity between the two 
statesmen who have been selected to 
deliver the Romanes lectures at Oxford. 
Mr. Batrour in 1909, Mr. Roospve.tT 
in 1910. The names call up to the gen- 
eral student of current politics very 
different figures: The ex-Premier—per- 
haps by that time again the Premier 
—of Great Britain, by nature and prac- 
tice a student of the more recondite 
branchos of human thought; trained in 
the greatest of schools of debate, the 
House of Commons; self-possessed, re- 
served, subtle; a leader, apparently if 
not really, from chance rather than 
choice; haughtily aloof from the cur- 
rents of public sentiment and opinion, 
treating public office as if it were an 
inherited responsibility, for the conduct 
of which he is accountable mainly to 
his own conscience and accountable to 
the people of England only secondarily, 
as @ somewhat disagreeable necessity. 
Mr. ROOSEVELT, not a scholar, but an 
eager student, whose preference {s his- 
tory, of which men and nations are the 
subject matter; untrained in discus- 
sion;:a leader by native {impulse and 
untiring effort; a keen observer of pub- 
lic sentiment and in vigorous sympathy, 
with its general currents; open in man- 
ner, accessible, sincerely democratic 
| without being blind to the effect there- 
of; giving, and glad to give, to his 
countrymen the impression of out- 
spoken candor and of impetuosity 
bordering on recklessness. 

But the two men are not without 
points in common. Each is an ex- 
traordinarily successful politician, in all 
senses of that term. Each has guided 
a@ great party, with almost undisputed 
authority, in times of stress and 
change. Each is an extremely capable 
administrator with unlimited capacity 
for work and with the faculty for mak- 
ing others work for and with him. 
Each, in his own way, has treated 
politics as an art whose triumphs must 
be purchased sometimes with a price. 
As an example of this, nothing {s more 
instructive than the way in which each 
has dealt with the protectionist senti- 
ment in his party. Neither, originally, 
had any sympathy with or respect for 
it. Each~-has exposed and denounced 
it with as much justice as fervor. Both, 
finally, tolerated, and, in varying de- 
gree, have encouraged it, and for the 
same reason, because it was too strong 
to be resisted without peril to success 
in, other things. Mr. Batrour, behind 
his apparent indifference, like Mr. 
RoosEverr, beneath his seeming rash- 
ness, has great tenacity of purpose, 
takes long views and makes long cal- 
culations. Perhaps what is the most 
interesting point in their very inter- 
esting careers is the fact that each Is 
an example of the influence of the sys-

Conversation in Esperanto would 
be easier. As for piquet, one may 
learn all about triplets, pip values, 
rubicons, pics, repics, capots, and sinks 
and still be unable to play the game 
intelligently. Piquet is a game for two, 
and only two persons largely gifted 
with the card sense can play it well. 

Similarly a rumor that bridge may be 
supplanted in fashionable circles by a 
revival of billiards is not credible. The 
rumor is founded on the report that 
King Epwarp VII. has lately taken to 
billiards. The King needs pedestrian 
exercise. The game he plays on a table 
with pockets, with four billiard balls, 
is obsolete in America, though held to 
in conservative England. The three- 
ball carrom game, with balk lines, which 
is the only adult game of billiards, re- 
quires not only concentration, skill, 
calculation, co-ordination, and self- 
control, but a great deal of energy. 

The picture puzzle seems to be the 
only formidable rival of bridge in select 
social circles. It is a simple device 
founded on a foolish notion, but it 
sometimes keeps a strong man away 
from his day’s work. It appeals, as 
a pastime, with equal force to the in- 
fant and the octogenarian, to the man 
of affairs, needing relaxation, and all 
his feminine friends. It seems to require 
no educational preparation, but experi- 
ence shows that a person with some 
technical knowledge of composition will 
waste less time trying to fit together 
impossible parts of the picture than one 
whose sense of color relations {s de- 
ficient. The easiest of the picture puz- 
zles are colored. Black and white pict- 
ures try the temper sorely, and should 
be avoided except by the most ingent- 
ous. 

The genesis of a picture puzzle is 
simple. A picture with a multitude of 
detail] 1s pasted on a thin board. The 
board is then cut {n from 100 to 200 
pieces with a jig saw. The pieces are 
shaken up fn a box, and there you are. 
One member of the family spreads the 
pieces on a table and tries to recon- 
struct the picture. The others stand 
around and offer maddening sugges- 
tions. As a source of mere fun the 
pastime is inferior to parchesi or tid- 
dly-winks, diversions of a simpler age. 
But as a test of character it {s admir- 
able. The picture puzzle has somewhat 
unsettled the devotion of society to 
bridge. Piquet and Dilliards cannot 
compete with it. There are nobler and 
more useful occupations, but there its 
none {n which a person of more sedate 
character can make himself more amus- 
ing to his friends.

offer tends to prove that alcohol, in no 
matter how small quantity, injuriously 
affects the efficiency of mind or body. 
This 1s not to deny its value as a medi- 
cine, an employment to which many poi- 
sons readily lend themselves. Still, ‘‘ in- 
expedient,” in the sense of doing no 
g00d, is correct enough, since the bad ef- 
ects of alcohol in minute doses can only 
be measured by very delicate instruments 
and are of theoretical rather than practi- 
cal importance for men engaged in oc- 
cupations that do not make special de- 
mands on judgment and observation. 

Cf the no-license policy, Dr. ELior says 
that in Cambridge, at least, the possibility 
of excluding the saloon from a city of 
90,000 inhabitants without providing al- 
coholic substitutes, has been demon- 
strated, but success in doing it has been 
G&8pendent on the support of thousands 
of moderate drinkers like himself.

That ancient and 
interesting question, 
and whether newspapers 
the Public. create and gulde pub- 
Uc opinion or only 
follow it, seems to have been answered 
both ways in the essay on the subject 
contributed to The Youth's Companion by 
the President of Yale. He says plainly 
enough that “the newspapers are the 
chief agents in forming public opinion,” 
and yet he declares that they must be re- 
formed by the development among their 
readers of a new sense of responsibility— 
one that will lead to the rejection by 
them of newspapers whose statements are 
not supported by the facts. 

The inconsistency here may be only ap- 
parent, but it is a little hard to see how 
people can at once accept and reject the 
statements as of fact supplied by the pa- 
pers, since there is practically no other 
available source of general information. 
In one way, all newspapers must “ give 
the people what they want,” since what 
they do not want they certainly will not 
buy, and any real newspaper is dependent 
for existence upon its sales. But “the 
people” {s a large aggregation, with many 
wants, some high and some low, and no 
small part of the whole number of read- 
ergs have a wide appreciation of things as 
interesting and important. 

The difference between papers 1s per- 
haps more largely a matter of presenta- 
tion and motive than of selection. At any 
rate, no subject or happening would be 
absolutely barred, even from the ideal 
newspaper, for good and sufficient reason 
might exist for giving it space. As for 
veracity Dr. Hapuier’s “responsible 
reader ’”’ must be a bit careful in deter- 
mining that. Of course, he should, and tn 
practice he does, reject the paper which, 
in his judgment, 1s guilty of intentional 
and conscious falsification or misrepre- 
sentation, but it {s well to remember that 
@ rumor, presented as such and for what 
it is worth, is as much news as the most 
carefully verified fact, and the subse- 
quent contradiction of the rumor by no 
means condemns the original printing 
of it. 

Those who say “you can't believe any- | 
thing you see in the newspapers ” simply 
talk nonsense and impugn their own pow- 
ers of discrimination. Newspaper state- 
ments, taken by and large, are more 
truthful in essential detail than are those

of ordinary conversation, and the wonder 
is, not that the papers make so many 
mistakes, but that they make so few. The 
humillating fact js that newspapers are 
not very efficient Yn the way of creating 
public opinion; in ‘many instances, and 
often in very important ones, they cannot 
even ascertain what it 1s. Good proof of 
that statement is to be found in the fact 
that not one newspaper in the country 
really knows who will be elected Presi- 
dent to-morrow, and they could hardly 
fail to do so if the popular determination 
were a matter of journalistic creation.

And yet they don’t look very expensive when 
considered as hospital equipment, and, as @ 
matter of fact, they are not. 

The Department of Health of New York City 
estimates that in the Borough of Manhattan 
alone there are 31,000 consumptives, about 55 
per cent, of whom are unable to contribute 
anything toward their removal to proper con- 
ditions. This number we will call 17,000. 

And to this 17,000 there is preflented by the 
city {tself, together with charitable institu- 
tions operating, regardless of creed, a total 
capacity of—let us be exact this time—2,503; 
this last is for all boroughs, while the 17,000 is 
for Manhattan only. This 2,503 {s also inclus- 
ive of all free institutions within the bor- 
oughs where the proper conditions as to rest 
; and diet exist, with, of course, no change in cli- 
matic conditions. 

I was unable to obtain all the figures*on the 
same basis, so I will have to let you imagine 
what Brooklyn, the Bronx, and Richmond would 
add to that 17,000, all to be placed against 
2,503. 

How does this impress you for patriotic and 
philanthropic provision against a disease from 
which the death rate is higher than from any 
; Other, from which, on an average, one person 
in every ten that you meet is going to dle— 
from which in the United States some 80,000 
persons will die during 19087 

We will assume that the number of tncurable 
cases among the poor is very large. Let us 
estimate It as high as 70 per cent. This leaves 
30 per cent. which have a good chance of re- 
covery. 

Now for some dead reckoning. I tried to get 
the figures and could not. On a basis of 17,- 
000 indigent consumptives for Manhattan, let 
us approximate 11,000 for Brooklyn, 6,000 for 
the Bronx, and 2,000 for Richmond, a total of 
36,000 In all boroughs, which, I think, {s con- 
servative. 

Taking the estimated 80 per cent. susceptible 
of cure and we have at last, and from a 
strictly utilitarian standpoint, 10,800 of those 
to be treated, aguinst 2,503 who can be. Rather 
dubious, isn’t it? 

Right here I think I hear some intelligent and 
practical person, not necessarily a pessimist, 
one who sees things as they are, who knows 
what a brutal thing life really ts, and how 


much hollow optimism we mortals bolster our- 
selves up with. This is what he says: 

“‘ These 18,000 persons that you are going to 
cure of consumption in sanitarlums erected 
specially for the purpose come from conditions 
in which the possession of life is a mere mock- 
ery—a hell on earth. Of what use is it to 
cure these of tuberculosis or anything else 
since they must go back to the condition 
which gave it to them?” 

To such I have only to say that physicians 
and thoughtful persons among the laity know 
that the fight against tuberculosis lies not in 


the curing of {t, but dm its prevention by sani- 
tation, 

Therefore. educate the people, particularly 
the poor, who are the greatest sufferers. Teach 
them how the disease is spread and what to do 
to guard against its spreading. And if, while 
you are doing this, you are also curing them, 
—— the lesson is going home with tremendous 
orce 

This !s the work of sqanitaria, this ts what 
they are dcing, and it ought to be a pretty 
good excuse for their existence and increase. 

It has been found that it costs about $300 per 
year to provide a consumptive in the early 
stage, and therefore, with a good chance of 
recovery. with the necessary conditions of clii- 
mate, food, rest, and medical supervision. It 
has also developed through experience that a 
cure in an inciplent case requires from three 
to six months. so that a high estimate per 
patient cured would be $150. Not very much 
for a human life, Is it?

The writer, who has no interest whatesever | 
in life insurance except as a policy holder, 
but who has a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject, asks your indulgence for this reply to 
your editorial in your Oct. 27 issue on the 
above subject. 

The gospel, and the sole object, of Nfe in- 
surance is to insure lives, to go into the high- 
ways and byways of the world and preach the 
gospel of life insurance—not to make profits, 
not to see how cheaply they can insure lIives— 
but simply to insure with safety, and the com- 
pany that {asures the greatest number ig the 
company that is performing its true mission, 
and the only company that should be permitted 
to exist. 

Of what good to humanity are the few mori- 
bund English companies, who haye no nts, 
pay no commissions, and have littlé or no 
expenses? Positively none, They have mis- 
taken their vocatiom in life. 

There is no such thing as profits in life in- 
surance, but there is a return of premium over 
charges, and this return, which ts intended to 
be infinitesimal as compared with the good ac- 
complished, is an incident; better for humanity 
if the companies did not return one cent than 
that they should restrict thelr true and only 
mission—to ‘‘insure lives.’* 

You refer to extravagance of management. 
Everything in this world is only relative and 
everything in the United States ts managed 
extravagantly. Labor fs paid extravagantly, 
salaries are all extravagant. There ts nothing 
that is not extravagant as compared with the 
countries of Europe, but {t is that extravagance 
that has built up the United States ahead of

sity of isolating those afflicted with the 
trouble. He said that the local authori- 
ties would unquestionably refuse to take 
over an alien patient and that that refusal 
would end the matter.
